PniLii>  Davis  is  a  Director  of  the  oldest  Natal  daily  paper, 
The  Natal  Witness,  published  every  morning  and  evening  at 
Fietermaritzburg,  the  provincial  capital.  The  paper,  founded  in 
U:46,  has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  Davis  family  for  three 
generations.  The  Company  which  nov/  owns  it  is  a  private  and 
family  concern,  in  which  respect  The  Natal  Witnessho\ds  a  unique 
position  amongst  the  newspapers  of  South  Africa. 

Mr.  Peter  Davis,  father  of  Philip  Davis,  died  last  year  at  the 
age  of  82,  his  active  connection  with  The  Witness  dating  almost 
from  boyhood.  Some  fourteen  years  prior  to  his  death  his  son  was 
admitted  to  the  business,  and,  with  breaks  necessitated  by  active 
service  during  the  war,  has  been  continuously  connected  with  it 
ever  since. 

Philip  Davis  was  born  at  Fietermaritzburg  in  1886;  was 
educated  at  Hilton  College,  Natal,  and  Loretto  School,  Edinburgh, 
and  entered  the  business  of  the  firm  in  1906.  His  paper  is  a 
Foundation  Member  of  the  Empire  Press  Union,  beinc  n^presented 
by  Mr.  P.  Davis,  senior,  at  the  first  Congress  in  Loi  )n  in  1909, 
and  was  again  represented  at  the  second  London  Congress  in  1911 
by  its  Editor.  In  politic*  The  \\  ilness,  which  is  completely  inde- 
pendent of  Party  influences,  is  strongly  Imperialistic,  its  chief 
object  in  that  sense  being  to  strengthen  the  ties  between  South 
Africa  and  the  rest  of  the  Empire  and  to  promote  immigration 
and  land  settlement.

under  his  administration  it  became  a  great  national  newspaper. 

During  the  War,  Mr.  Donald  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  to 
propaganda  work. 

In  October,  1918,  the  Dailv  Chronicle  and  its  associated  news- 
papers were  sold  to  new  proprietors,  and  Mr.  Donald,  who  was 
Managing  Director  of  the  Company  as  well  as  Editor  of  the 
Uaily  Chronicle,  resigned.  Since  his  resignation,  Mr.  Donald  has 
devoted  the  greater  part  of  his  time  to  the  improvement  of  the 
many  provincial  newspapers  in  which  he  has  an  interest.  These 
papers  include  the  Yorkshire  Observer.  Bradford  Dailv  Telegraph, 
Keighley  News,  and  the  Eastern  Morning  News.  In  1919,  Mr. 
Donald  became  the  proprietor  of  the  Ix>ndon  evening  newspaper, 
J  he  Globe,  but  he  has  since  disposed  of  his  interest  in  this  journal.

Sir  Roderick  Jones  is  Chairman  and  ManaginK  Director  of 
Reuters.  He  entered  the  Reuter  service  twenty  years  ajjo  as  a 
junior  correspondent  in  South  Africa.  In  1902,  he  was  appointed 
South  African  Eklitor  in  London.  Four  years  later,  he  returned  to 
South  Africa,  with  the  rank  of  General  Manager,  in  charge  of  the 
Agency's  entire  organization  there,  extending  from  Capetown  to 
the  Great  Lakes,  and  consisting  of  three  princiinl  distributing 
offices  and  some  two  hundred  correspondents.  .Meanwhile  he 
travelled  extensively  in  Europe,  and  on  the  death  of  Baron  de 
Reuter  in  191.S,  he  succeeded  the  Baron  in  Ix)ndon  as  Head  of  the 
Agency.  During  the  early  part  of  the  War,  he  acted  as  principal 
expert  to  the  Foreign  Office  on  international  tckgraphic  propa- 
ganda, and  when  the  British  Government  decided  to  establish 
the  Ministry  of  Information  they  invited  him  to  become  Director 
of  Propaganda,  a  post  which  he  occupied  practically  up  to  the  end 
of  the  War.  While  adviser  to  the  Foreign  Office,  and  later  in  charge 
of  the  Ministry  of  Information,  he  organized  and  directed  a  vast 
network  of  telegraphic  propaganda  which  penetrated  to  every 
part  of  the  earth,  literally  from  China  to  Peru,  and  by  degrees 
completely  drove  out  and  defeated  Uie  far  more  costly  and  volumi- 
nous German  propaganda  even  in  the  countries  where,  during 
the  first  two  yearsof  the  War,  the  Germans  had  obtained  a  firm  hold. 
On  the  signature  of  the  Armistice,  he  returned  to  the  direction  of 
Reuters,  and  under  him  the  Agency  has  been  broadening  its  basis 
and  energetically  extending  its  activities  all  over  the  world.

— which  includes  in  its  membership  the  owners  of  the  principal 
provincial  newspapers  in  the  United  Kingdom — and  has  "passed 
the  chair"  as  president. 

Elected  to  the  House  of  Commons  in  1902,  Sir  George  held 
the  seat  at  Bury  until  the  conclusion  of  tljeWar  and  the  General 
Election  of  1918.  In  the  House  he  was  a  member  of  the  unofficial 
Press  Committee  which,  in  alliance  with  the  Newspaper  Society, 
^levoted  its  attention  to  the  interests  of  the  Press.  On  the  death 
of  Sir  John  Leng.  he  succeeded  to  the  position  of  Convener  of  the 
Committee,  of  which  Lord  Burnham  was,  and  still  is.  Chairman. 
Politically.  Sir  George's  record  has  been  in  the  direction  of 
social  improvement,  and  he  is  especially  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  the  children  who  are  under  the  care  of  the  State.  He  is  Vice- 
Chairman — Lord  Lytton  being  the  Chairman — of  the  State  Child- 
ren's Association,  which  is  a  strong  opponent  of  barrack  schools, 
and  favours  the  individual  treatment  of  children.  In  this  connec- 
tion. Sir  George  has  always  advocated  the  admirable  system  of 
placing  children  under  healthy  and  morally  favourable  conditions 
Jn  Canadian  homes. 

Sir  George  is  Treasurer  of  the  Temperance  Council  of  Christian 
Churches,  a  member  of  the  Temperance  and  Social  Welfare  Com- 
mittee connected  with  the  Wesleyan  Church,  a  member  of  the 
local  Board  of  Guardians  and  a  magistrate  for  the  County  of 
Lancaster,  and  for  the  County  Borough  of  Preston,  in  which  town 
he  resides.

Edward  W  ii-liam  Watt, 
eldest  son  of  the  late  WIN 
liam    Watt,    one     of    the 
proprietors  of  The  Aberdeen 
Free    Press,    was    bom   at 
Aberdeen.  August  25,  1877. 
He   was   educated   at    the 
Aberdeen  Grammar  School 
and    Aberdeen   University, 
graduating  M.A.  (Honours 
in   Mental   Philosophy)   in 
1898.     He  studied   for  six 
months    in   Germany    and 
then    joined    the    staff    of 
The  A  berdeen  Free  Press  as 
a  reporter.     He  served  as  a 
reporter  and   sub-editor  on 
The  Free  Press  until   1902, 
and     then     went    to    the 
Press    Gallery,    House    of 
Commons,  as  reporter,  re- 
maining there  until  the  close 
of  the  1904  session.     He  returned  to  Aberdeen  that  year  as  Chief 
Sub-Editor  of  The  Free  Press,  and  in  1906,  was  appointed  Editor 
of  The  Evening  Gazette  (the  evening  paper  published  from  rA« 
Free  Press  office).     He  held  this  post  until  war  was  declared  m 
August,   1914.     He  joined  the   Ist  V.B.  Gordon  Highlanders  as 
Second  Lieutenant  in  1901,  and  in  1906  was  pronioted  Captain 
commanding  the  Aberdeen  University  Company  of  the  4th  Gordon 
Highlanders  (the  new  name  of  the  Battalion  under  the  Haldane 
Territorial  Force  Scheme).     Subsequently,  was  transferred  to  the 
T.  F.  Reserve  and  was  mobilized  with  his  old  Battalion  on  August 
5th,  1914.  as  Captain.     He  was  soon  promoted  Major  and  served 
as  Adjutant  of  the   24th  Gordon   Highlanders.     In    1915.   was 
promoted    temporary    Lieutenant-Colonel    to    command    the   4th 
Reserve  Battalion  Gordon  Highlanders,  the  unit  which  trained 
drafts  for  the  four  Gordon  Territorial    Battalions  which  were 
serving  in  the  51st  (Highland)  Division  in  the  B.E.F.     He  held 
this  command  until  August.  1918.  when  he  joined  the  4th  Gordon 
Highlanders  in  France  in  his  substantive  rank  of  Major,  and  served 
with  that  unit  in  the  final  weeks  of  the  war  and  afterwards  in  the 
Army  of  the  Rhine  until  April.  1919.  when  he  was  demobilized. 
Since  then,  he  has  resumed  work  at  The  Free  Press.
